The for- 
mer consisted of four cars filled with attend- 
ants on the State Fair. The latter brought 
Mr. Dougias, his brass cannon and a band of 
music from some unknown point, and five or 
six car loads of passengers from Cairo, Mound 
City, Kentucky and Missouri, Arrived at Au- 
na (Jonesboro station) three cheers were not 
given—in default of which the faithful brass 
eabnos banged away spitefally. Mr. Douglas 
entered a carriage zn u quiet and orderly man- 
der, and was driven over to old Jonesboro, 
about a mile distant.
